late, to deposit all filth, slop, refused 
vegetable or urinal m atter, that may 
accum ulate upon, or by the product 
of such premises, in metallic barrels.

Garbage 
barrels, and shall cause same to 
be 
removed to such place as may 
be 
provided or designated by the City 
Council as often as 
every 
Monday* 
and Thursday, and oftener when

quired to do so by the

Health.”

shall be unlawful for any person to

living in the City pay some attention 
to said ordinance. 
Cleanliness adds 
to health.

There are other ordinances besides 
the above that pertain to sanitary 
conditions of the City to

tention will be called later on.

Un this 
the governor says: 
“ Please ascertain as nearly as you 
can whether or not the taxpayers in 
your community favor a special ses­ 
sion. 
I know of no better source 
u pon w hich to rely for this in forma 
tion than the new spaper men, and am 
addressing a letter sim ilar to this to 
each newspaper in the state. 
“This question with me is not a 
political one in anywise. My views 
are pretty well understood, but (I will 
not permit my individual convictions 
to stand in the way of the will of 
the people, if J can ascertain what 
that is.”
